Each child’s development is unique. Montessori education is intentionally individualized to accommodate for and 
take advantage of this, and your child will learn best when their unique strengths, challenges, and learning style is 
taken into account when assessing their progress and development. Children will be working towards mastery of the 
following by the end of each academic year. 


First Year (Pre-K3s): 


Social/Emotional Development 
e Happy to come to school/positive impression of school 
e Separates without distress from caregiver(s) 
e Communicates emotions, wants, and needs, primarily verbally 
(J 


Makes a friend/develops friendships 


Comments: 

e Anna comes to school with a positive attitude and separates without distress from caregiver. 

e She is able to communicate verbally her needs and wants, as well as express her ideas or questions in both 
large group meetings or individual lessons. 

e Annahas made many friendships in the classroom, she enjoys engaging with her peers in the classroom 
during lessons as well as in the patio during outdoor time. 

e During social challenges, Anna often needs teacher assistance as she is still exploring/ learning ways to 
communicate with friends and also listen to their needs/wants. We have been reminding her and her peers 
that we all have different things and sometimes we may have less or more, and that is okay. 

o Suggest they also practice the disagreement resolution script: share the problem and feeling, listen 
to other’s problem and feeling, share what she would like to happen, listen to what other would like to 
happen, then make a plan (which can be a new idea, compromise, solution etc) 


Comments: 
e Annacomes to school with confidence and is happy to see her teachers and friends. 


e Anna communicates her needs, ideas, and questions verbally. At times, she needs gentle reminders and 
guidance to practice words and sentences that can be used in the situation. However, she showed progress 
when solving disagreements with friends more independently. 


Work Habits 
e Cancomplete a workcycle (can select, use, and return a material to its place) 
e Make appropriate choices about what to work on in the classroom. Works primarily in the practical life and 
sensorial areas 


Comments: 

e Anna is able to complete a workcycle; she can select a material, work with it for as long as she likes and 
return it to the shelf. 

e Anna is working with a variety of materials from different areas of the classroom; math, language, practical, 
sensorial and cultural. 

e Anna accepts lessons and can work with a multi-step activity. 

e She can work independently, and select materials from different areas with very little reminders to practice 
the newer and more challenging lessons. 


Comments: 

e Anna is mostly independent to care for herself. 

e Anna enjoys practicing various works- with a teacher, near or with friends, and on her own. She is also 
happy to learn new materials with teachers. 

e During a task, Anna could get distracted by surroundings and lose track of what she was doing- for example, 
noticing water on the floor and wanting to clean up; joining friends’ conversations; stopping by and 
observing others’ lessons or works. With reminders, Anna is able to return to her task. Currently, we are 
suggesting Anna to work on works that take shorter time independently and to work on works that take 
longer time with some taking turns or “work together” with a teacher - to foster her attention span gradually. 

e Notes: Family shares that Anna takes personally when someone says no to play together. We suggest trying a 
different strategy. Instead of asking “Can I play with you?” try “What are you playing? Can I be__ ?” 


Mathematics (Pre-K3s) 
e Works with Pre-Math/Sensorial activities that involve sorting, grading, and ordering 
e Rote counts 1-20 
e Recognizes numerals 1-10 
e Counts with 1-1 correspondence within 10 
e Uses manipulatives to associate quantities 0-10 to numerals. 
Mathematics (Pre-K4s) 
e Counts by rote to 30. Accurately associates quantities 0-10 with numerals. Practices associations beyond 10. 
e Works with the decimal system materials: units, tens, hundreds, and thousands. 


Comments: 


e Annacan rote count past 30; count up to 100. 


e She can associate quantities beyond 10 with numerals. 
e Works with decimal system materials: units, tens, hundreds, and thousands. 


Comments: 
e Anna can count atleast 100. 
e She understands the association between quantities and numerals of teen numbers (11-19) and tens 
numbers (10,20,30...90) 
e She continues to work on decimal system materials. 
e She was introduced to skip counting squares of 4 recently. She understands the concept well and is ready to 
practice other squares. 


Literacy (Pre-K3s) 
e Makes intentional marks on paper (typically does not yet draw or write) 
e Hears and states the first sound in words 
e Associates some letter sounds to lower case letters 
e Enjoys reading/being read and sharing stories aloud 
e Looks at books right way up, turns and scans pages from left to right 
Literacy (Pre-KAs) 
e Attempts to print name, holds a pencil with three finger/tripod grasp. Forms 
letters and numerals by tracing. 
e Associates most sounds to the lower case letters and may associate all 
sounds to lower case letters. Begins to use sound knowledge to build and 
decode short phonetic words. 


Comments: 

e Anna is able to print her name independently with an appropriate finger grasp. She practices her name as 
well. Copies letters and numbers from model, writes some from memory. 

e Annaconsistently associates all sounds to upper and lower case letters and to the common digraphs sh, ch, 
th, wh, oo, ee, or, ow. and is practicing spelling out short phonetic words (three and four letter words) with the 
movable alphabet. 

e Reading short phonetic readers (Bob Books Set 1) and sounds words out confidently. Suggest finishing the 
first set of Bob Books before involving sight words/high frequency words beyond the, a. Following Set 1, will 
go to Kindergarten Sight Words Bob Books and start A/B level readers. 


Comments: 

e Anna forms letters and numbers from memory, but prefers to trace longer words or sentences. She does print 
her name and will print friends' names. Her spelling is phonetic and reflects an understanding of introduced 
sounds and sometimes digraphs. Composes 4+ letter words with the movable alphabet. 

e Anna sounds out words with confidence and is beginning to sound out words in her head. She is reading 
Kindergarten Bob Books (these have high frequency words to practice along with phonetic words to 
practice). 


Culture (Pre-K3s) 


Understand basic organizational structures in nature and science, such land/air/water, living/nonliving, 
plants/animals 

Familiar with the names of the seven continents and locates these on a map 

Participates in simple science experiments 


Culture (Pre-K4s) 


e Hasa more elaborate understand of science and nature organizational structures, including vertebrates and 
invertebrates and the lifecycles of plants and animals 
e Confidently names the seven continents and locates these on a map 
Comments: 
e Anna can name and locate all seven continents on the map and joins to sing along to the continents song. 
e Shows aware of basic science and nature concepts, such as living/nonliving, land/air/water, life cycle of 
plants and animals. 
e Family asks for resources to support her science questions (more than facts, the “why” behind concepts): 
o Let's Read and Find Out series 
o Magic School Bus books 
o Magic School Bus PBS show 
o Usborne See Inside and Usborne Look Inside Series 
Comments: 
e Anna is engaged in all cultural activities including classroom materials, presentations, and projects. She 
asks questions and likes to share related information that she knows. 
e Anna has an understanding of basic science and nature concepts- the cycle of the plant, what elements do 


plants need to grow, etc. 


Manaarin (Native Speaker): 


Comprehends longer sentences, listens and responds to stories 
Knows and uses everyday vocabulary 
Expresses likes/dislikes 
Acquires increasingly detailed and precise vocabulary related to the Montessori materials 
Develops strong tonal sense (Mandarin only) 
Understands sound-symbol relationship, may recognize some familiar words 
Writes from example 


Mandarin Comments: 


Anna comprehends all instructions and stories effectively. She demonstrates her understanding by 
responding or acting in English accordingly. 

Anna knows a lot of vocabulary when we do flash cards practice. She primarily responds in English. When 
prompted or reminded, Anna can confidently express simple daily sentences such as “ging bang mang”, 
“qing gei wo”, ‘wo xihuan”, etc. She is also eager to learn new vocabulary and phrases. A goal would be to 
say more sentences in solely Mandarin to the Mandarin teacher. 

Anna exhibits excellent pronunciation and accurate tones when speaking Mandarin. She diligently practiced 
reading a Mandarin reader book titled “RJL 2”, where she read aloud #___# (the blank filled with different 


numbers). Currently, she is engaged in practicing “(= WEA’, focusing on saying “K#__A” (El. MZ 
XK, BA, etc)." 


Mandarin Comments: 


Anna shows some progress in speaking Mandarin without prompting especially when working with the 
Mandarin teacher one-on-one on Mandarin works. 

She learned some characters through a work called sand paper characters. During the lesson, we ask what 
words she can make for a character, and she could make the words which indicates her understanding of 
the meaning of the character and the vocabulary she knows. A-- RA, A --A 7K 

She enjoys songs very much. We often see her listening to Mandarin songs and singing along. 

When disagreements happen, Anna is willing to repeat scripts in Mandarin to talk it out with her friends. 
She learned how to read “P&E 4 4+ 4”- in which she practiced the sentence P&R A 4/4 /AF/48 Z/ 
E. She is currently practicing “ABZ++% ? - in which she practice the sentence REKE KALI AE 
ATEA, 


She can count up to 35. 


Spanish: 


Code switches and distinguishes between the three languages 

Understands daily instructions and vocabulary (3 steps commands) 

Uses some daily phrases by repeating; may attempt short responses independently in familiar context (eg. 
saying please, thank you in appropriate moment) 

Acquires basic vocabulary related to the Montessori materials 


Spanish Comments: 


Anna is able to distinguish and code switch between all three languages 

Anna understands daily instructions and vocabulary, she can follow commands of up to three steps. 
Anna is repeating phrases and short responses. When encouraged she will respond with 1-2 words. 
Anna is continuing to acquire basic vocabulary related to Montessori materials, such as Spanish vowel 
sounds, blending of vowels and consonants, numbers, colors, claros y oscuros, and shapes. 


Spanish Comments: 


Anna’s comprehension level has increased 

Anna can follow instructions in familiar and unfamiliar settings 

Anna is responding in Spanish using short responses. 

Anna has been working on reading skills in Spanish, she has been working on blending sounds and practice 
with materials of short words (3-4 letters) to continue practice blending sounds and sounding out words by 
letter/syllables. Anna also has a reading book in her reading folder. 

Anna is continuing to acquire new vocabulary through daily interactions both in the classroom and during 
patio/ park time. As well as though playing games (I Spy), songs, and conversations with peers.
